tempt to disguise themselves. 
Cullen 
fought like a tiger, but was overpow­ 
ered. 
Ile declared that his wife and 
son had attacked him and that he had 
killed them in self-defense. 
Four or five ministers and a large 
number of women were in the crowd. 
The crowd gathered about tile jail 
about 'J o’clock. 
With a railroad iron 
they battered down the door and with 
picks and axes quickly cut through the 
wall. 
Judging from the expressions about 
town the hanging is largely the result 
of the pardon granted to Louis Russe, 
the Bremer 
county wife 
murderer. 
Basse murdered bis 
wife within tlf- 
teen miles of Charles 
City and was 
granted reprieves and 
then his sen­ 
tence was commuted to life imprison­ 
ment. 
One of Cullen’s sons, it is said, was 
banged by a mob in Missouri 
near 
Joplin 
a dozen years ago 
for horse 
stealing. 
Cullen 
had 
boon 
married 
three 
times, his two former wives leaving 
bim. 
Cullen’s brother, Richard Cullen, a 
banker from Warren, 111., who was iii 
the city, did not h* ar of the mobbing 
until after it was all over.

Men who participated In the lynch­ 
ing stated that they did not fear prose­ 
cution.

Floyd county, was able to make <>nD 
feeble 
resistance. 
While 
he 
was 
aware 
that the feeling was 
at high 
pitch he did 
not deem that 
it was 
likely to result in l y n c h i n g and made 
no preparations to defend the prisoner. 
James Cullen was 
a wealthy con­ 
tractor of tliis 
city, 
lit1 first 
mur­ 
dered his wife with a large knife and 
then endeavored to murder his step­ 
son in the same manner. 
He went to 
where the boy, James Eastman, was 
sleeping, and 
when the lad 
felt the 
knife blade touch his throat he battled 
bravely with his stepfather and gained 
possession of the weapon. 
Boarders 
In the house were aroused, as was also 
Cullen’s 
brother. Richard 
Cullen, a 
banker at Warren, 111., 
whom Cullen 
had summoned by wire 
and who ar­ 
rived at the Cullen home an hour be­ 
fore the tragedy. 
He, with Professor 
Rudd and Royal Jacobs, took the knife 
away from Cullen and the boy started 
to town to summon the marshal.

be started to leave by the front door 
Cullen shot him twice, killing him in­ 
s t a n tly .

Cullen was- 
always known as a man 
of temper

Pavloff,” 
from the epithet constantly applied to 
him by the radical deputies, was shot 
i:nd killed at IO o’clock a. rn. while 
walking in the garden of the chief 
military court building, near the Moika 
canal. 
The assassin, who was dis­ 
guised as a workman, was captured 
Ifter a long chase through the crowd­ 
ed city streets, during which he fired 
about forty shots from two revolvers 
which he carried, killing a policeman 
and wounding a small boy.

While the mill officials are inclined 
to believe that all of the missing men 
were not cremated in the molten metal 
nothing definite is known as to their 
present whereabouts. 
Only one man, 
George Knox, has turned up since tho 
explosion and Knox says everything

whether the men escaped.

ter Snyder of the Fourth Fire district 
was seriously injured while directing 
the firemen to extinguish the fire that 
followed tile explosion.

George Knox, the only man believed 
to have escaped uninjured, said: 
“I he furnace is one of the improved 
style and thirty-five of us were work 
ing about, never thinking of an explo­ 
sion. 
Suddenly there was a terrific 
roar and molten metal 
was thrown 
every place. 
Streams of it were run 
ning in ail directions and I was con 
fronted with an awful death unless 
could run faster than the metal could 
J travel. 
I do not know what happened 
to the other men. 
I did not see any 
of them following the explosion, 
lf 
they did not run quick and fast, all 
of them are buried under tho molten 
metal.” 
Charles Bennett, 
a yardman, who 
was passing 
near the furnace 
on 
freight train when the explosion or 
curred, gave a graphic description of 
the disaster. 
“Our train was right near *he fur 
race,” 
said 
Bennett. 
“When 
the 
metal poured out of the furnace over 
the ground I saw the men running for 
a place of safety. 
To the right of the 
furnace I saw a party of ten men, all 
of them 
running 
wildly and

clothes a mass of flames. 
Apparently 
some of them had been injured when 
the explosion occurred, as they could 
hardly run and several of them trip 
ped and fell.

nace for the men hut I could riot see 
any of them and I believe all of them 
were burned to death. 
My train was

After careful deliberation, tho local 
clergy together with 
Home 
of tho 
business men interested in the revival 
now going on in tho city, a largo tabor 
naclo was commenced this morning at 
(itll St. S. and Maple, and the desire is 
to get ready for the groat mass meeting 
which is to be held next Sunday morn 
ing, afternoon and evening. 
Tho build­ 
ing is to be 120 feet long and OO feet 
wido, seated with chairs, with immense 
stoves to do the heating, special lamps 
to be shipped 
from Minneapolis to do 
tho lighting, and a warm door of saw ­ 
dust and shavings to cover the interior. 
Every preacher in tho city 
was to be 
seen this morning with blue overalls, 
hammer, saw and nails, besides many 
business mon and other volunteers hard 
at it making every move to tell to put 
up the new building. 
W hile the lease 
of Gardner’s hall does riot run out for a 
week and a half yet, and the clergy still 
have tho privilege of continuing there 
as long as they wish, and there is 
nothing against the hall or tho kindness 
which Mr. Gardner’s has treated tho re­ 
vival workers, yet 
the great crowds 
which are thronging the hulls thus fur 
in the work of the revival, fully justiliy 
the workers to make this move for lurg 
or seating capacity than they now have. 
This move is not a now one for success­ 
ful evangelists to undertake. 
Quite a 
few in some of the town i aud cities of 
Minnesota are now in 
use and have 
proved to be very attractive in getting 
outsiders to hear the truth preached by 
the preachers us well as giving larger 
space to accommodate tho crowds.

Share of Dissension 


Tho matter of probably tho most im 
mediate interest taken up by tho (Com­ 
mercial Club at its regular mooting 
Wednesday evening, was that of coal 
supply. 
M*\ Budd, of the Fisher-Budd 
Fuel Company was present and gave the 
secretary several letters from coal com 
panics in the Twin Cities and 
Duluth, 
which stated that they could not get 
cars to ship coal. 
The chairman of the 
public affairs committee and tho mayor 
of the city wero requested to write Supt. 
Blanchard asking him to use his official 
and personal 
influence to relieve the 
shortage. 
The matter of the proposed Soo lino 
touching tho south side of Mille Lacs, 
also the possibility of securing some 
other railroad for Brainerd was dis­ 
cussed but no definite action taken. 
The good roads committee reported 
progress in the matter of tile organiza­ 
tion of the County Good Roads Associe 
tion anti in designating state highways, 
and extended an invitation to the mem 
bors of the Commercial Club to join the 
association. 
The matter of an anti compact in­ 
surance law was brought up by a com ­ 
munication from the Commercial Club 
of Red Wing and tho matter was refer­ 
red to tho committee on insurance. 
A communication was read from a 
Duluth 
business college asking what 
encouragement would be given the col­ 
lege to establish a branch in Brainerd. 
Dr. Groves thought tho money would 
be better spent on the commercial course 
of the highschool. 
The point was made 
by another gentleman that the so called 
commercial course in tho Brainerd high 
school has strung through four years of 
high school studies, 
compelling the 
pupils to spend four of the years when 
they ought to be learning actual busi­ 
ness and earning money iii getting the 
commercial training that an average 
business college would give them in six 
monthsor a year. This statement was new 
to many of the members present, but its 
truth was admitte I by a member of tho J 
board present and vouched for by others | 
who had investigated. 
Dr. Groves took the stand that com- I 
mercihl colleges in small towns did not 
give efficient training. 
F. A. Farrar 
mentioned several successful 
steno­ 
graphers who got their training in tho 
private schools in Brainerd at different 
times and members asked in vain for tho 
names of any graduates of the high 
school course holding positions as steno 
graphers in this city. 
Goo. Keene spoke on the fact of the 
public school requiring four years for 
the practical training that could 
bo se­ 
cured elsewhere in six months to one 
year. 
Dr. 
H em stcd arui Mr. Keene stated 
that they were on the board at tho time 
the course was adopted and supposed of 
course that it was to be a condensed 
course suitable to tho needs of the boys 
ami girls who must get to earning their 
living as soon as possible. 
Mr. Congdon 
stated that that was his idea of what 
such a course should bo but that the in­ 
dividual members were 
simply 
told 
what tho committees had done and that 
they wore only kickers at best. 
The matter was finally settled by re­ 
questing that the school board meet the 
club at its next meeting and see what 
could be done toward making thecourse 
practical, holding up tho answer to th e 
Duluth people in the mean time. 
The club took a 
fall out of the Min­ 
neapolis Journal, which recently pub 
lished a map of the new line to the 
Rainy river, showing Bemidji as the 
only town between the twin cities and 
the boundary. 
Several of tho members 
of the club announced their intention 
to discontinue their subscription to that 
paper.

Upon the arrival in St. Louis of J. 
C. McCoy and Alan It. Haw ley from 
Pearl, 111., Mr. McCoy gave the follow­ 
ing interesting description of the trip 
In the balloon Orient., made on New 
Year's day, says a St. Louis dispatch; j 
“We passed over St. Louis ut an alti­ 
tude of about a thousand feet. 
Soon , 
afterward 
we 
ascended 
above 
the 
clouds and remained there for some ' 
time. Half an hour after our start we; 
crossed the Missouri river. 
We then 
ascended to an altitude of 1,800 feet 
and for two hours hung between upper 
aud lower strata of clouds. When we 
finally let out some gas and descended 
below tin* clouds we were surprised lo! 
learn that we had crossed the Missis­ 
sippi river and were over Illinois, hov­ 
ering above Calhoun county. We were 
near enough to the earth to make in­ 
quiries of a party of men who were 
clearing timber. They told us that we 
were then about tw elve miles south of 
Fearl, the nearest railroad station. We 
conclude I to remain in the air half an 
hour longer and drifted toward the 
railroad. 
“Along the journey w e amused our­ 
selves by shouting ‘Happy New Year' 
from the clouds. We had a big mega­ 
phone. We must have frightened some 
of the natives of Calhoun county out 
of their wits. No doubt som e of them 
thought the angels were flying through 
the air and extending New Year greet­ 
ings. 
“The chickens Jill took to flight when 
they saw our approach. Once we salt­ 
ed over it sheep pen low enough for 
our guide rope to drag through the 
flock. 
Tho j* broke out of the pens nnd 
fled belter skelter through the woods. 
We sa v many flocks of wild duck and 
could Ijave had great sport shooting 
them if w e had had guns. 
“We did not attain a higher altitude 
than 1,800 feet, and the coldest weath­ 
er w e encountered 
was 39 degrees 
above 
va ro. 
We had no searchlight 
or we would have remained In the bal­ 
loon Jill night. 
It would have been a 
beautiful night for a flight above the 
clouds, as the moon w.as shining bril­ 
liantly. 
But it would have been dan­ 
gerous without lights by which to ex­ 
amine our instruments to determine 
our altitude* and direction of flight. 
“W e finally saw ii party of men husk­ 
ing corn iii a field and decided that it 
would bo a good place to descend. The 
balloon came to the earth easily and 
was quickly deflated. 
We landed on 
George Uotzer’s farm. 
The men help­ 
ed us In every possible w ay in pack­ 
ing the b a l l o o n for shipment. 
The bal­ 
loon was loaded into ii farm wagon, 
and we started for Pearl about 7:3<) 
p. in. 
It was raining hard, and the 
roads wen* a sen of mud. 
It was after 
l l o’clock when we got to Pearl. 
“During the entire trip w e threw 
over hut three of our elevon bags of 
ballast. 
The gas proved to be perfect 
for ballooning. 
The test; satisfies us 
that we luive made no mistake In se­ 
lecting St. Louis as tho starting point 
for tin* balloon races next fall." 
The international balloon race this 
year for tho Gordon Bennett trophy, 
won hist year in France by Lieutenant 
Frank P. La I im of tile United States, 
will be held at St. Louis on Saturday, 
Oct. Ii). 
Assurances have already been 
received by the officers of the club that 
most of the leading foreign countries 
will be represented In the contest. The 
formal challenge from France was re­ 
ceived some time ago, and entries for 
the event will close on Fell.
